Many Excellent Reasons Are 
Given for Practice. 


Fall freshening is one of the meth­ 
ods that many scientific men and oth­ 
ers have been for years endeavoring 
to 
persuade 
dairymen 
to practice. 
There are so many excellent reasons 
for such advice. 
Cows that freshen in early autumn 
produce mure for the year and con­ 
siderably more in the winter, than 
cows freshening in the spring. 
The 
winter is the time of year when most 
cows should be in milk and heavily in 
milk because, as a rule, the price is 
consistently higher during the winter 
and early spring months and also the 
farmer who practices diversified farm- 
lug has more leisure time away from 
his general farming operations at that 
season of the year 
Professor MIsner of Cornell, in work­ 
ing on tins problem, compiled some 
valuable 
information on over 2,000 
cows, from which tie found that in 
herds that had less than 25 per cent 
of the cows freshen in the full, the 
average yield per cow per year was 
4,930 pounds and the cost of producing 
100 pounds of milk was $2.80. 
In 
herds where over 50 per cent of the 
cows freshened in the fall the yield 
was 6,<*25 pounds and the cost $2.35 per 
hundred (1921 figures for New York 
state). 
While tlie difference cannot 
all be accredited to fall freshening 
yet it undoubtedly was an important 
factor, and hence lias a very definite 
bearing on the cost of producing milk. 
Between December 1, and March 1, 
is the ideal time to get the cows with 
calf, thus insuring fall freshening with 
consequent greater profits.—H. R. I.as- 
celles, Fieldnmn, Colorado State Dairy 
Commissioner.

Late Winter and Early 
Spring to Prune Trees 
It is usually considered preferable 
to prune all fruit trees in the late 
winter or early spring, but this point 
has probably been over emphasized. In 
sections where there are mild winters, 
winter-killing should not result and 
fall pruning should therefore not tie 
harmful. 
Provided pruning lias been carefully 
done during the first years of a tree's 
life, there would not be much heavy 
cutting 
necessary 
after 
this 
time. 
Furthermore, what there is will be 
largely 
cutting 
out 
of 
interfering 
branches with the purpose of thinning 
out the growth anti let ting ¿n light to 
the remaining wood, 
rutting of this 
kind can usually be done in the fall 
without fear of injury. 
One thing may actually be in favor 
of fall pruning, provided it Is done 
before the leaves fall. 
Tlds point is 
Yhat it enables the pruner to see more 
vividly the results he is obtaining, par­ 
ticularly in regard to thinning out the 
branches w here the growth is too thick 
and is producing too much shade. On 
the other hand, it is always a good 
plan, even with spring pruning, to 
prune u few sample trees while the 
leaves are yet on, to serve as a pat­ 
tern In the dormant season (spring). 
In general, however, it is safer to 
do most of the pruning in the spring 
or any time during late winter, after 
the coldest weather is past. This ap 
plies to heavy cutting particularly and 
to the pruning of old beariug trees. 
A small amount of cutting, thinning 
out growth, removal of suckers, etc., 
may be done any time during the year 
with almost equal success.

A great many farmers are having 
more and mote difficulty In producing 
a good clover crop. 
One of the main 
troubles Is that the soils have been 
cropped until they are acid or sour. 
Since bacteria life does not thrive In 
soils that are acid, the clovers will 
not grow well. 
Practically all soils tend to become 
more or less sour or acid. The decay 
of vegetable or organic m atter pro­ 
duces acid. 
So soils rich In humus are 
very apt to be acid. 
Plant roots, in the j 
process of growth, throw off acids that 
remain in the soli. 
Heavy, nonporous 
soils that do not allow the entrance 
of fresh air are generally acid In na­ 
ture. 
So, practically all soils have 
acid In them. 
However, sometimes the 
natural lime in the soil Is sufficient to 
neutralize the effect of the acid. 


Detecting S o u r Soils. 
Acid, or sour soils can be detected lu 
several 
ways. 
If clover and other 
legumes fall to thrive or grow on them 
It Is a pretty fair sign of an add soil. 
If such weeds as sheep-sorrel, horse­ 
tail rush, corn spurry and wood horse­ 
tail thrive upon the land it Is again 
a pretty certain sign of ad d or sour 
soils. 
However these two signs are not 
definite enough. 
What we want Is a 
test based on chemical knowledge of 
the reaction of the soil. 
s 
One of the most common of these 
Is the litmus paper test. 
It Is inex­ 
pensive and the litmus paper can be 
obtained at most any drug store. 
Be 
sure to get blue litmus paper. 


T e s tin g S u rface Soils. 
For testing the surface soil, thrust 
a spade to the bottom of the top soil 
(that which is generally turned up by 
the plow). 
Throw out a spade full or 
two of dirt, leaving a smooth wall. 
Shave off about half an inch of soil and 
throw in a half bushel, or similar con­ 
tainer. 
Take 
several 
samples from 
various parts of the field Mid mix them. 
Take about a pint of the mixed dirt 
and sift fine. 
This will five a very 
good sample for the whole field 
l or 
sub-soli simply remove the surface soil 
and get your samples as before. 
Place 
a quantity of soil in contact with a 
small piece of the blue litmus paper. 
If it turns red it Is a sign of an a d d 
soil.

The swine husbandry 
division 
of 
the University farm, St. Paul, through j 
carefully conducted experiments, have 
found that it takes a greater variety ; 
of feeds to grow fall pigs successfully , 
than is necessary to grow spring pigs; 
their explanation being that 
green 
crops are not available for fall pigs. 
However, fall pigs 
make 
as 
rapid 
gains when well housed and handled 
as do spring pigs. 
In the experiments 
it was found that the amount of feed 
required to produce gains was p.ac- 
tleally the same for pigs farrowed at 
the two different seasons. 
Cheaper 
gains were made hv fall pigs because 
feed costs were lower In the winter 
than summer. 
Fall pigs sell at a 
higher price than do spring pigs, not 
on the quality of the pigs, however, 
but from the fact that they usually 
“hit” a more favorable market. 
The 
overhead feed cost 
in 
maintaining 
brood sows is greatly reduced by hav­ 
ing them raise two litters per year. 


Can Add Several Years 
to Life of Peach Trees 
Except that the soil should not be 
too rich in nitrogen, the peach tree is 
not very particular regarding the vari­ 
ety of soil in which it is to stand. 
While the usual preference is for a 
sandy loam, some very good yielding 
orchards stand in heavy clay, as well 
as In the intermediate grades. 
Plenty 
of potash and lime are favorable to 
the peach and are really essential to 
long life of the tree. 
Peach trec9 
seventy years old and still bearing fine 
crops of large peaches, are reported 
as standing on a limestone hill. While 
such an age is, of course, quite excep­ 
tional, one may have hearing peach 
trees of considerably greater age than 
the 12 or 15 years that Is usually 
thought to he about the limit of their 
useful lives. 
A careful and intelligent 
selection of the site for the trees, to­ 
gether with the right kind of care in 
their 
cultivation, 
fertilization 
and 
pruning is quite likely to add several 
years to their lives over that which is 
common to neglected trees.

if the pasture could lie made to double 
it» yield. 
It ate ms eaay, but the fact 
that improvement is slow in spite of 
the evident advantages shows that it 
is not always practical. 
The follow­ 
ing note from Professor Eastm an of 
the New Hampshire college is to the 
p o in t: 
“Possibly you realize also th at our 
pasture 
rejuvenation 
problem 
is 
a 
rath e r big one in the sense that pas­ 
tures are not very wiluable per acre, 
and that treatm ents of lime, seeding, 
etc., are likely to he rather expensive. 
For Instancej perhaps the average pas­ 
ture in New Hanip-hire can only be 
pastured at the rate of one animal 
unit for every fivi of eight acres of 
land. 
If such pin- ire is worth from 
$5 to $8 a season, the rent Is only $1 
an acre, and the little that can he done 
to improve pasture land so often en­ 
cumbered with rocks and stumps, as 
ours is, for this amount of money, is 
apparent. 
I realize the other argu­ 
ment just as keenly as anybody that 
pasture takes the place of much more 
expensive feed, but so long as there is 
any pasture available it is very hard 
to get farm ers to lay out very much 
money on Improving the pasture condi­ 
tions with so little direct returns.” 
T h at idea must lie considered when 
we come to discussing pasture improve­ 
ment. 
Lime and phosphorus are the 
elements generally needed to bring in 
more and better grass, and in sections 
far from limestone deposits the ex­ 
pense must he considered.

When you buy trees and plan not 
to set them until toward spring they 
should be heeled in. 
To have them 
handy to set when you are ready they 
should he heeled in in upright position 
in a single row, and each bunch with 
the labeled tree the last to be set. 
To

this 
begin each 
row 
with 
the 
labeled tree and when all of that va­ 
riety are set leave space enough after 
It to give room for removing it when 
you want it, and then set the labeled 
tree of the next sort. 
By this method 
you can set any trees you wish at any 
time and keep them 
labeled in the 
row until the last tree is set. 
Heel 
the trees in rather deeply, and work 
the soil in about the roots well, almost 
as thoroughly as if you were setting 
them, and you will have them in fine 
condition.

Spraying.—Spraying safeguards and 
prolongs the life of the trees by re­ 
pelling insect and disease attacks, and 
decreases the percentage of decayed 
and wormy fruit. 
However, it m ust be 
clearly understood that different pests 
require different sprays, und that the 
winter application of spray is mainly 
for preserving the life of the tree. 
Worming.— ibis rids the trees of 
worms that bore into the roots of the 
trees. 
I'lie presence of worms is indi­ 
cated by sap exudation or jelly near 
the ground in the peach and plum, and 
by yellowing of the apple and pear. 
rl liese worrits must be dug and cut out, 
for spraying does riot control this in­ 
sect. 
Cultivation.—This operation aids in 
destroying weeds and grass, reduces 
the harboring places for insects, makes 
plant food available, and encourages 
tree growth.

WILD HORSE HERDS 
ON WESTERN RANGES 


Anybody 
who w ants 
a horse—of 


sorts— for 
the trouble of 
catching 


him, can g et any reasonable num ber, 


up to 
everal thousand, in any one of 


several w estern sta te s; and may not 


only remove his catch free of charge 
but claim a bounty of $5 or so apiece 
for killing 
them 
or 
taking them 
away. 
The wild horse, in short, has 
become as 
g reat a nuisance as 
the 
A ustralian wild rabbit. 
He 
is hard 
t< 
catch, alm o-t impossible to t a m e , 
and so undersized and scrubby as to 
be worth little when you get him. And 
yet the ancestors of these great herds 
of usek*s> wild creatures were all do- 


in the forests of Virginia, “escapes” 
from the stock of the colonists. These 
animals increased very rapidly. They 
ranged the year round in the forests, 
and thus became quite as wild as their 
far western relatives. 
To quote fu r­ 
ther 
“ In 
the early ’70’s, 
when the pio­ 
neer stoikm an began to push out into 
the plains region, many of them 
be­ 
gan the raising of well-bred horses 
along with their cattle. 
They shared 
the ranges with the m ustangs, 
and 
naturally m an y 
of 
the tam e horses 
joined wild bands and were lost. 
“ With the develojmient of railroads 
and the grow th of trolleys the 
de­ 
mand for light horses fell off so fast 
that by 181*9 range 
horses 
were

“In every range state today these 
bands of wild and practiclaly w orth­ 
less horses are not only a pest, but a 
heavy economic loss, in th a t they con- 
suume feed needed for more valuable 
range anim als. 
They a ttra c t broken 
horses, which 
immediately 
feel the 
call of the wild, join the band, 
and 
‘( onquista-j become as wild as the rest. 
In some 
J regions it is unsafe to tu rn a broken 
horse out on the range to graze, lest 
he be picked up by these ou tla w s”. 
A 
favorite 
method 
of capturing 
wild horses, we are told, is to build 
a small corral 
around 
some w ater 
hole in the cedar brakes, w here 
the 
animals w ate r a t night. 
The gates 
are built in halves and open inward, 
being hung so that they drop back in­ 
to place as the animal shoves thru, 
i By leaving the “trap g a te ” open for 
deer. 
Eventually ‘m ustan g in g ’, n e x t ; some time, until the horses become 
to buffalo hunting, became one of the 
most fascinating adventures in 
the 
West. 
‘’It 
was 
from 
these 
wild horse 
bands, of course, th at the W estern In ­ 
dians obtained their first horses— an 
acsessnon which furnished them w ith 
means of rapid m ovem ent from one 
region to ano th er and turned 
them 
from footmen to horsemen. 
The wild 
horse undoubtdely caused as trem end­ 
ous a c h a rg e in their whole life 
as 
did the invention of the steam loco­ 
motive in th a t of the present civiliza­ 
tion.” 
The far W est, however, was not the 
only p a rt of this continent where wild 
horses were found in the early years. 
They ran a t large in g rea t num bers 


accustomed to the inclosure, it is of­ 
ten possible to catch 
a num ber 
of 
them. 
But one can do but little with 
them when caught. 
Mr. B arnes con­ 
tinues: 
“Several 
years 
ago 
there were 
from ten to fifteen 
thousand 
wild 
horses on the Modoc N ational Forest, 
in

California.

w ater was to be found, they rem ain­ 
ed in the fam ous ’Lava Beds’

Meeting With Favor 


Many Excellent Reasons Are 
Given for Practice. 


Fnll freshening is one of the meth­ 
od« that many scientific men and oth* 
ers have been for years endeavoring 
to 
persuade 
dairymen 
to 
practice. 
There are so many excellent reasons 
for such advice. 
Cows that freshen in early autumn 
produce more for the year and con­ 
siderably 
more in the winter, than 
cows freshening in the spring 
The 
winter is the time of year when most 
cows should he in milk and heavily in 
ndlk because, as a rule, the price Is 
consistently higher during the winter 
and early spring months and also the 
farmer who practices dhersifled farm ­ 
ing has more leisure time away frotu 
his general farming operations at that 
season of the year 
Professor Misner of Cornell, In work­ 
ing on this problem, compiled some 
valuable 
information 
on 
over 2,060 
cows, from which he found that In 
herds that had less than 25 per cent 
of the cows freshen in the fail, the 
average yield per row per year was 
4.830 pounds and the coat of producing 
100 pounds of milk was $2.80. 
In 
herds where over f*n per cent of the 
cows freshened in the fail the yield 
was 6,«>25 pounds and the cost $2.35 per 
hundred (1921 figures for New York 
state). 
While the difference cannot 
all he accredited to fall freshening 
yet it undoubtedly was an important 
factor, and hence has a very definite 
bearing on the cost of producing milk. 
Between I>ecemher 1, and March 1, 
is the Ideal time to get the cows with 
calf, thus insuring fall freshening with 
consequent greater profits.—H. it. Lns- 
celles, Fieldman, Colorado State I>ulry 
Commissioner.

liOffl) SEASON FOR 
FARMERS IN 1025 


Late Winter and Early 
Spring to Prune Trees 
It Is usually considered preferable 
to prune all fruit trees in the late 
winter or early spring, hut this point 
has probably been over emphasized. In 
sections where there are mild winters, 
winter-killing should not result and 
fall pruning should therefore not he 
harmful. 
Provided pruning lias been carefully 
done during the first years of a tree's 
life, there would not he much heavy 
cutting 
necessary 
after 
this 
time. 
Furthermore, what there is will he 
largely 
cutting 
out 
of 
interfering 
brandies with the purpose of thinning 
out the growth and letting ¿n light to 
the remaining wood. 
Cutting of this 
kind can usually he done In the fall 
without fear of injury. 
One thing may actually be in fHVor 
of fall pruning, provided it is dime 
before the leaves fall. 
This point is 
that It enables the pruner to s«*e more 
vividly the results he is obtaining, par­ 
ticularly in regard to thinning out the 
branches where the growth is too thick 
and is producing too much shade, on 
the other hand, it is always a good 
plan, even with spring pruning, to 
prune a few sample trees while the 
leaves are yet on. to serve as a pat­ 
tern in the dormant season (spring). 
In general, however, it is safer to 
do most of the pruning In the spring 
or any time during late winter, after 
the coldest weather is past. 
This ap 
plies to heavy cutting particularly and 
to the pruning of old hearing trees. 
A small amount of cutting, thinning 
out growtli, removal of suckers, etc., 
may be done uny time during the year 
with almost equal success.

Since bacteria life does not thrive in 
aolls that are acid, the clover» will 
not grow well. 
Practically all afilla tend to become 
more or less sour or ad d . 
The decay 
of vegetable or organic mntter pro­ 
duces acid. 
So soils rich In humus are 
very apt to he acid. 
Plant roots, in the , 
process of growth, throw off acids flint 
remain in the soil. 
Heavy, nonporous 1 
soil* that do not allow the entrarn e ' 
of freah air are generally acid In na­ 
ture. 
So, practically 
all 
sotla have 
acid In them. 
However, sometimes the 
natural lime in the soil la sufficient to 
neutralize the effect of the add. 
Detecting 8our Soils. 
A dd, or sour soils can he detected lu 
several 
ways. 
If 
clover 
and 
other 
legumes fall to thrive or grow on them 
it is a pretty fair sign of an a d d soil. 
If such weeds us sheep-sorrel, horse- 
tall rush, corn spurry and wood horse­ 
tail thrive upon the land It la again 
a pretty certain sign of acid or sour 
soils 
However these two signs are not 
definite enough. 
What we want Is a 
test based on chemical knowledge of 
the reaction of the soil. 
One of the most common of these 
Is the litmus paper test. 
It Is inex­ 
pensive and the litmus paper can he 
obtained at most any drug st«»re 
Be 
sure to get blue litmus paper. 
Testing Surface Soils. 
For testing the surface soil, thrust 
a spade to the bottom of the top soil 
(that which Is generally turned up by 
the plow). 
Throw out a spade full or 
two of dirt, leaving a smooth wall. 
Shave off about half an inch of soli and 
throw in a half bushel, or similar con­ 
tainer. 
Take 
several 
samples 
from 
various parts of the field Mid mix them. 
Take about a pint of the mixed dirt 
and sift fine. 
This will give a very 
good sample for the whole field. 
For 
sub-soil simply remove the surface soil 
and get your samples as before. 
Place 
a quantity of soil in contact with a 
small piece of the blue litmus paper. 
If It turns red it is a sign of an acid 
soil.

The swine husbandry 
division 
of 
the University farm, St. Paul, through 
carefully conducted experiments, have 
found that It takes a greater variety 
of feeds to grow fall pigs sui'cessfully 
than Is necessary t«» grow spring pigs; 
their explanation 
being 
that 
green 
crops are not available for fall pigs. 
However, fall pigs 
make 
as 
rapid 
gains when well housed on»l handled 
as do spring pigs. 
In the experiments 
It was found that the amount of feed 
required to produce gains was prac­ 
tically the same for pigs farrowed at 
the two different seasons. 
Cheaper 
gains were made by fall pigs because 
feed costs were lower In the winter 
than summer. 
Fall pigs sell at a 
higher price than do spring pigs, not 
on the quality of the pigs, however, 
but from the fact that they usually 
“hit” a more favorable market.

brood sows Is greatly reduce»l by hav­ 
ing them raise two litters per year.

Except that the soil should not he 
too rich in nitrogen, the peach tree la 
not very particular regarding the vari­ 
ety of soil In which it is to stand. 
While the usual preference is for a 
sandy loam, some very good yielding 
orchards stand In heavy clay, as well 
as In the intermediate grndes. 
Plenty 
of potash and lime are favorable to 
the peach and are really essential to 
long life of the tree. 
Peach trees 
seventy years old and still hearing fine 
crops of larg»» peaches, are reported 
as standing on a limestone hill. While 
such an age Is, of course, quite excep­ 
tional, one may have hearing peach 
trees of considerably greater age than 
the 12 or 15 years that Is usually 
thought to he about the limit of their 
useful lives. 
A careful and intelligent 
selection of the site for the trees, to­ 
gether with the right kind of care In 
their 
cultivation, 
fertilization 
and 
pruning Is quite likely to add several 
years to their lives over that which Is 
common to neglected trees.

Success In the growing of green­ 
house lettuce. sa.VS the bulletin, de­ 
pends on the us«* of a soil well sup­ 
plied with organic m atter and avail­ 
able plant food, the control of disease 
and Insect enemies of the crop, the 
use of varieties and strains adapted 
to the needs of the grower and the 
market to be supplied, and the dnsi-st 
attention to every detail of the m an­ 
agement of the crop.

If It Is not possible to know the rec­ 
ord of production one should by all 
means see the mother of the animal in 
question and note how closely she con­ 
forms to good dairy type. 
If the sire s 
father has daughters that have proved 
to he good producers he Is more cer 
tain to transm it the dairy qualities de 
sired. 
Very often It is possible to 
buy an old sire that has proved to he 
h good breeder, Good results from the 
use of such an animal are almost cer­ 
tain. 
The objection to buying an old 
hull is that he is high priced if hi*

known and one runs the 
chance of getting an unruly animal 
A hull calf Is usually selected.

Washington, 
Jan. 
30.—There 
is 
neither money nor ony other sort 
of 
material consolation 
to the farmer.** 
n the fact that wheat is selling 
for 
more than $2 a bushel, 
inquiries 
at 
the Department of Agriculture today 
evealed that according to rough es­ 
timates more than 75 or 80 per cent 
of the wheat crop already has left the 
hands of the farmers, ami that it i« 
the elevators and not the farmers who 
are reaping the profit due to the ad­ 
vance. 
The department has no specific data 
as to the amount of wheat held 
by 
growers, hut it has found that in nor­ 
mal conditions about 75 per cent 
is 
disposed of by the farmers within 90 
days after harvest. 
The harvest sea­ 
son runs through July, August 
and 
Septeml>er. 
This year, as in the last few years, 
farmers have been living from hand 
to mouth, it was pointed out, so that 
it is probable even more wheat than 
normally 
left 
the 
farm ers’ 
hands 
within the 90-day period. 
Only a few 
growers 
could 
afford 
to hold their 
crops 
for 
advancing 
prices, 
ami 
those few who did acted for the most 
part as individuals since there are no 
Fargo wheat co-operative associations.
